Court Justice Levy today vacated 
the stay of execution which he 
granted to Mrs. Ruth Snyder last 
night.

In vacating the gtay, Justice 
Levy said his chief concern had 
béen the interests of Mra, Snyder's 
daughter, Lorraine. He belleved 
that if the child’s interests would 
have been served by having the 
mother testify In person at the 
trial of her claims against the Pru- 
dential Insurance Co., the stay 
should have been granted, 

“This Court has jurisdiction to 
continue the stay if so desires,” 
he said, adding that if he had seen 
fi. to continue it he would have 
done so. 

Attorney-General Ottinger, how 
ever, ruled that the court order 
was illegal and did not constitute 
a stay and at his request Justice 
Levy advanced the time of the 
hearing to 2 o’clock this after- 
noon. Mrs. Snyder’s counsel was 
not able to attend at that time so 
t! time was then set for 3:15. 
The hearing, however, did pot get 
under way immediately. 

Deputy Attorney-General Beyer 
was about to begin his argument 
asking that Justice Levy's stay be 
vacated when Hazelton interrupted 
him and addressed the Court. 

“Before we begin,” he said, “I 
understand that we are not here 
to argue on the merits of this stay, 
which was scheduled for tomorrow 
morning, but solely on the ques- 
tion as to whether this Court has 
the power to make such a stay.”

HAMBURGERED. 
Nicaraguan Notes in The Leatherneck, Of- 
ficial Marine Corps Magazine 
| N operating with the two patrols that 
combed the territory of the crash of 
Thomas and Dowdell three planes were 
sent to Ocotal and two of them were kept 
there overnight for four d&ys and the rest 
of the planes of the squadron were used 
to transport bombs and ammunition to the 
area of operations in Nuevia Segovia. Lieut. 
Weir went along as flight commander. 
Marine Gunner Wodarczyk was the other 
pilot ang Gunnery Sergt. Kurts, Sergt. 
Nash and the A. P. O. were along. 

The planes made three trips a day into 
the area that the patrols were covering 
and in addition to bombing the bandits, 
tt was our work to bring the two patrols 
together by the “look-see” panel system, 
for in the. mountains and jungte-covered 
canyons one patrol could be 1000 yards 
from the other and not know of each 
other’s presence. Each foot of the ground 
was stubbornly covered by driving the

BANDITRY IN NICARAGTA.

E NOTICE a disposition in some quar- 
ters to raise by insinuation the question 
vhether Sandino is really a bandit or a pa- 
bets ot. Fortunately for the answer to that, 
Sandino fixed his own status when the Lib- 
erals under Sacasa and Moncada entered 
into their agreement with the United States 
last March. For 22 years he had lived in 
Mexico, where he had served under Pancho 
Villa. When that country became pacified, 
through the understanding reached by the 
Government with Villa, Sandino no longer 
was able to pursue the career which best 
suited him and he went to Nicaragua. He 
promised his chief, Moncada, to join in the 
settlement with the United States, but broke 
his word and secretly left the Liberal army 
with about 150 followers, chiefly Honduraa 
mercenaries. One of the chief obje. ives 
of the ‘tlement was to afford the people 
of Nica.agua the opportunity to retura ce 
the cultivation of their crops, with the al. 
ternative of famine, and this has been rc 
complished except in the territory ravaged 
by Sandino, where the condition of many 
of the residents is pitiable. Sandino’s reth- 
ods are those of intimidation and pillaze. 
He bs proved extremely cruel te isners 
and he has been repudiated by the ' iberal 
leaders. Except for his operations, wvnich 
are those of the professional outlaw and not 
of the admirable patriot, Nicaragua its quiet 
and contented, with the rights of aii the 
citizens guaranteed by the settlement and

T WOULD be foolish, perhaps, to expéct

The United States is not making war on 
Nicaragua or in Nicaragua. The bandit 
Sandino has established no government. He 
has been disowned by the Liberai revolu- 
tionary movement, with which he was for 
a time associated. He is a freebooter. The 
Sacasa revolution was ended last year 
through an agreement by both factions with 
the United States that this country should 
help to pacify Nicaragua and should guar- 
antee a fair Presidential election in 1928. 
Sanflino is an outlaw, at odds with both 
the Liberal leaders and the hold-over Diaz 
regime. 

American Marines went into Nicaragua 
at the urgent request of the Government 
functioning at Managua — a government 
formally recognized by the United States, 
President Diaz had announced that he was 
no longer able to protect the lives and 
property of foreigners, not only American, 
but British, Italian and other nationals. 
Intervention was officially solicited and 
was ordered as a matter of international 
duty and comity. It has continued under 
the Stimson compact, which aims at in- 
Stalling this year a government fairly elect- 
ed and with an unimpeachable constitu. 
tional title.

of Charles J, and who was made known by 
Dumas in “The Three Guardsmen.” The 
young man began his career as a soldier 
in the English civil wars that later robbed 
Charles ] of crown and head. Bucking- 
ham escaped to Antwerp and prudently 
refused to return home at Parliament’s or- 
der. His estates were ordered confiscated 
and part of them were turned over to Lord 
Fairfax, one of Oliver Cromwell’s fore- 
most soldiers and statesmen. But what 
Buckingham had lost by a turn of politics 
he won back by his skill at love making. 
He returned to England, braving Crom- 
well's wrath, and_laid siege to the heart of 
Fairfax’s daughter, She marrted him. His 
powerful father-in-law’s protestation saved 
him from death on the scaffold. Cromwell, 
however, while sparing his life for Fair- 
fax’s had Buckingham thrown in.o 
prison. Once more the Duke’s charm saved 
him. For, according to most historians, he

came King of England. He was as fond 
of the young heart-breaker as his beheaded 
father had been of the first Duke of Buck- 
ingham. He restored Buckingham’s estates, 
gave him high office at court and in the 
State councils and was his boon companion, 

VEN in that-vile court, ruled by a vile 

King, who set its pace in every form of 
Buckingham’s misdeegs often 
aroused horror. Few women could resist 
his magnetism, wit and dashing good looks. 
He didn’t know the meaning of loyalty or 
honor. And, as in the duel with the Earl 
of Shrewsbury, he was always ready to 
back his villianies by mortal combat. When 
a fight was not possible he is said to have 
stooped more than once to tHe hiring of 
assassins to put rivals or enemies out of 
the way. 

But for the man’s abominable character 
and the fickleness that marred his every 
personal or political venture he might have 
risen to great heights. Instead, he chose to 
squander his time in love-making and in 
dabbling cleverly but more or less useless- 
ly, in literature, music, alchemy and states- 
manship. 

A clash with the King—through jealousy 
in a love afair or because of political dif- 
ferences—leqd Buckingham to withdraw 
from public life. He retired to his coun- 
try estate,. his fortune squandered, his 
health gone, his name a byword for worth- 
lessness. And there, in poverty and semi- 
disgrace, he died in 1683. Says. Hume: 

“The Duke of Buckingham possessed all 
the advantages, but by the wild con- 
duct (unrestrained either by prudence or 
principle) he found means to render him- 
self, in the end, odious, and even insignif- 
icant.
